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Top Trump advisers guilty 


Cohen says he paid hush 
money at ‘direction’ of Trump

Michael Cohen, President Donald 
Trump’s former fixer, pleaded guilty 
Tuesday to campaign finance and other 
charges. 

He made the extraordinary admis- 
sion that he paid a pornographic ac- 
tress “at the direction of the candidate,” 
referring to Trump, to secure her si- 
lence about an affair she said she had 


with Trump. 

Deputy U.S. Attorney Robert Khuza- 
mi told reporters Tuesday after the 
guilty plea that Cohen submitted in- 
voices to the then-candidate’s compa- 
ny to obtain reimbursement for the un- 
lawful campaign contributions. 

Khuzami said Cohen worked to si- 
lence two women who had information 
that would be “detrimental to the 2016

Jury convicts former Trump 
campaign manager on 8 counts

ALEXANDRIA, Va. — A federal jury 
has found Paul Manafort guilty on eight 
of 18 counts in the financial fraud trial 
of a man who just two years ago helped 
President Donald Trump secure the Re- 
publican nomination for the White 
House. 

Manafort was found guilty on five 


counts of submitting false tax returns, 
one count of failing to report foreign 
bank and financial accounts, and two 
counts of bank fraud. 

He faces a maximum of 80 years in 
prison. 

U.S. District Judge T.S. Ellis III de- 
clared a mistrial on the other 10 counts. 
The judge gave prosecutors a week to 
decide whether they would seek a retri-

Harley ‘Rides 


Riders nationally 
on their way here 
for anniversary

They’re riding home to Milwaukee, 
even if they’re not from here. 

Starting Tuesday, Harley-Davidson 
enthusiasts began leaving far-flung 
destinations, such as San Diego and Se- 
attle, on a cross-country pilgrimage that 
will culminate with Harley’s 115th anni- 
versary party in Milwaukee Aug. 29- 
Sept. 2. 

It’s been a long wait for many riders 
craving another celebration in the city 
that Harley calls home, as the last big 
event for them here was the 110th anni- 
versary five years ago. 

Early Tuesday morning, about 20 
bikes left a Harley dealership in San 
Diego and headed for Milwaukee, some 
2,118 miles away. 

The balmy, overcast weather on that 
journey soon turned to 103 degrees in 
Yuma, Ariz. 

Two of the riders, Lyn and Curtis 
May, of Beaumont, Texas, have been 
riding together for 28 years. 

The secret to a long-term riding rela- 
tionship? 

“I trust him and what he does,” Lyn 
said. 

“She doesn’t complain, so she makes 
it easy,’ Curtis said. 

On the ride from Seattle to Milwau- 
kee, about 2,000 miles, is Greg Amyotte

He enjoys the camaraderie of other 
bikers and meeting new people. 

“It’s all about loud bikes, beer, andI’d 
say women, but I’m married,” Amyotte 
said. 

For Harley-Davidson, the world’s 
largest manufacturer of heavyweight 


motorcycles, homecoming events are a 
company tradition, and not just during 
anniversary years. 

For instance, in 1981, nine of the com- 
pany’s 13 top executives took a four-day 
trek on bikes from Harley’s assembly
